THE PRICE OF JUSTICE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, —Referring to your leading article of to- 
day é issue on The Reckoning, may I say 
that it has seldom been my pleasure to read 
an articie which embodied at the same time 
euch a determination to find the truth and a 
willingness to discuss the matter in a magnani- 
mous spirit” There is but one question I 
would ask. You say that, “from the legal 
standpoint, the decision of Holland cannot be 
disputed.” Can it be possible that, according 
to our present system of international law, one 
nation may, with impunity, shield a criminal] 
from the hands of justice ? 

Be that as it may, I am sure that every 
rational and right-minded man must see for 
himself the truth underlying your statements 
and acknowledge the validity of the arguments 
employed. Indeed, I think that the truth of 
the question turns about one of the funda- 
mental laws of human nature. It has been 
justly said that both in individuals and in 
masses violent excitement is always followed 
by remission, and often by reaction. We are 
all inchned to depreciaté whatever we have 
over-praised, and to show undue indulgence 
where we have shown undue rigour." With 
regard to the guilt and punishing of the ex- 
Kaiser, the public mind is undergoing a change. 
His erimes, which everyone censured a few 
years ago, and around which we were prone 
to drape all the Visionary atiributes of our 
loathing minds, have lost much of their horror 
and brutality. You rightly contend ghat the 
ex-Emperor would only pose before the world 
“ crowned with a halo of martyrdom “ were the 
Allied Powers further to demand the penalty 
of his crimes. His cup of shame and misery 
must, indeed, be full; why need we ask more?

The Belfast Harbour Commissioners have jig 
sued their annual return of imports and ex- 
ports for the past year, from which it appears 
that the trade of the port is quickly recovering 
from the dislocation caused by the war. The 
amount of coal imported last year was 
1,302,068 tons, compared with 1,568,248 tons 
in 1918. But last year only 15,000 tons were 
for Government use fer bunkering, ete., com- 
pared with 84,000 tons the previous year.

The linen exports show a considerable drop, 
largely due to the stoppage of export of aero- 
plane linen and the shortage of flax for new 
supplies of linen goods. The export in 1918 
was $5,226 tons, while last year the figure was 
29.423: but while the quantity exported has 
decreased, there had been a considerable in- 
erease in linen price, so that the value of the 
export would not be so large as the quantity 
figures would lead one to believe 

Unmanufactured tobacco imported increased 
from 4,647 tons in 1918 to 10,536 tens last year 
while the export of manufactured tobacco in- 
creased from 53,751 tons to 4,275 tons 

The number of oaitie exported last vear was 
143,266, compared with 158.672 in 1918. The 
export of horses for war purposes increased the 
1918 figures to 10,368. The export last year 
was 8,997. Last year 19,730 sheep and lambs 
were exported, compared with 26,408 im 1918, 
and 5,615 pigs, as against 5,765 in the pre- 
vious year. 

The export of potatoes last year was 221,125 
tons, compared with 257,977 tons in 1918.
